RESURRECT 
THE LAW.

The Superintendent of ths Stats Print­ 
ing Office reports that if he is to make no 
allowance for wear and tear of material in 
hie office, he can produce a set of school 
books for §1 38¿ that now costs ths people 
$5 08, being a gain to the buyers of S3 69J, 
or over 72 per cent. 
If now we allow, as 
h i snggests, that wear and tear of material 
and machinery and cost of distribution 
will eqaul 25 per cent, added to the actual 
oust of the books, we would still be able 
to produce them nearly 50 per cent, 
cheaper. 
In this calculation no account is 
made of the production of a geography, 
but it is estimated that ita cost would 
be proportionately decreased also, and that 
the State Engineer’s force could furnish 
physical charts for such a work, as to this 
coast, that would be superior to any in the 
Eastern works. The Superintendent points 
out that if the State would electrotype 
the plates of the books as printed, the 
cost of all, after the first edition, would be 
reduced vastly more, and we are inclined 
to believe that he will find it will offset all 
the cost, and more too, of the new presses 
and type required, and pay also for a 
stereotyping apparatus for the State, which 
it needs already. 
Assuming that these es­ 
timates are correct, and they seem to have 
been very carefully made, the problem is 
solved as to cheap text-books. 
And a still 
more serious one is settled, to wit, the 
elimination from our system of the quar­ 
rels of the publishers, and the debasing in­ 
fluences of their canvass among the School 
Boards of the counties. 
Let the State 
order a set of books prepared, allow the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion—a 
gentleman in every particular 
thoroughly qualified—to have control of 
the work of preparation, and give him 
such financial and literary aid as the task 
demands, and in a few months the State 
can furnish the people text-books at cost— 
to furnish them free, with consequent in­ 
crease of taxation, should not be attempt­ 
ed. 
Uniformity as to their use throughout 
the State should, of course, be secured. 


A CLERICAL CASE. 


Rev. Heber Newton is an Episcopal 
clergyman of distinction in New York. 
He recently created a commotion by de­ 
livery of a sermon denying, in part, the 
inspiration of the Scriptures, and generally 
throw ing doubt upon the Bible as a reliable 
record. 
For this he has been cited to show 
cause why he should not be disrobed. 
Thereupon some of the secular press, which 
always assumes to know much about the 
ethics of the Church organizations, declares 
that Mr. Newton is to be persecuted for 
opinions’ sake, and that the Church is seek­ 
ing to suppress truth. 
We have no war­ 
rant to speak for the Church, but we have 
authority to speak for the secular press, 
and in its behalf we protest against com­ 
mitting it to that position. 
Mr. Newton is 
a member of the Church militant. Ai such 
he is bound to conform to its discipline and 
obey its commands. 
He signed a solemn 
contract to that effect when he was or­ 
dained—let him keep itr or lay aside his 
robes. 
Wo should have no respect for a 
Church 
too weak 
to enforce 
obedi­ 
ence on the 
part 
of 
its servants. 
Without organization a Church cannot 
exist. Every Church is founded on certain 
principles, the maintenance of which is 
essential to its vitality. 
When obe of the 
clergy seeks to put down the principles he 
has sworn to uphold, he commits treason to 
his Church. 
That is all there is in it. He 
may be right»—no matter how lofty his 
ground ; no matter how true his stand ; he 
is none the less traitorous to his Church. 
His remedy is in freeing hirosgif frogi the 
obligation. 
When in good conscience he 
can no longer stand by his creed, let him 
lay aside his robes, and say, “Brethren, we 
can no longer dwell together in unity—fare­ 
well.” Far better might a political parti­ 
san expect to remain in affiliation with his 
party whan stamping for the opposing or­ 
ganization and advocating its principles, as 
a member of a Church expect support 
while denouncing, in robes, the code of his 
organization. 
In this case the Caurch is 
right in disciplining the priest, and the 
secular press is ,7rong in arraigning the 
Church for its act.

The President's intimacy with the family of 
the lady has long been known and ottsn 
spoken of.

That h« has often made early and 
informal calls at the house of the lady in 
question also has been frequently stated in 
Washington correspondence. There has been 
no attempt at secrecy. The lady’s husband 
and her father (who is even in a higher po­ 
sition than her husband) have remained cn 
the most intimate personal and official terms 
with the President.

Bets on the average 
at the opening were about $109 on B gardus 
to $00 on Carver. List night tho latter’s 
friends grew more confident, and he crept 
up in the pools. Before the opening of the 
match pools sold at $100 on Bogardus to $80 
on Carver. Then even bets were offered and 
accepted. The terms of the match were 100

rise,

yards 
boundary. Both appeared c.lm aud confi­ 
dent when, a few minutes after 1 o’clock, 
they were called to their work. Colonel 
John M Barbour, of this city, acted as ref­ 
eree, without any judges. The birds used 
were tame pigeons, and did not fly well. Bo- 
gardus failed to score on ths 2d bird, which 
fell dead forty yards outside the lim­ 
its. Carver missel his 15.h and 16th. 
Bogardus missed his 10th, with the Bcore a 
tie. Carver fell behind on the 20;h, with a 
miss. When the 50th bird was reached there 
was a tie, each having killed 43. At the 70th 
bird Bogardus stood GO to Carver 57. 
Wheu 
ths 75:h bird was reached Bogardus stood 64 
to Carver 61 Fromtb»75;htothe90;fc Carver 
gained 3 and tied Bogardus. Neither hid 
missed for some time, and the excitement ian 
high among the crowd ; but the contestants 
were caol and determined. At the 96th bird 
Bogardus mu sad, and Carver, without a miss, 
ran out, defeating bis antagonist by one bird. 
The score stood: Cirver 83, Bogardus 82. 
Time, two hours and fifty minutes. The-e 
was nothing to mar the good feeling, the 
match passing off pleasantly and without a 
single protest. The crowd cheered lustily at 
the finish, ana' all joined iu beariily congratu­ 
lating Carver on the close-won victory. Car­ 
ver’s stakes and gate money amount to over 
$1,500. 
The Sen Y ork School Tragedy. 
New Y o r k , February 223.—The funeral 
services over the bodies of fomteen of the 
fifteen victims of the terrible accident at the 
Fourth street parochial school, took place 
this morning iu the Church of the Most 
Holy Redeemer, where a solemn requiem 
mass was celebrated. Tbe coffins wera taken 
to tfce church in fourteen white hearses, and 
carried through two lines of independent rifle 
companies to tbe altar rail, in irontof which 
the #ccffins were laid. Twelve little girls, 
drerred in white and wearing black crape 
scarfs, stood at the beads of the coffins. 
Twenty-six girls similarly dressed were ar­ 
ranged along the altar rail. The services 
were most impressive and touching. The 
funeral sermon w*s preached by Rev. Father 
Schaeler. The church contained nearly five 
thousand people, and a large police force was 
necessary to prevent more from entering, and 
to preserve order in the stieet without. On 
either side cf the church there extended an 
immense crowd of people, filling the side­ 
walks and roadways,(while every window and 
roof-top of the populous tenements of the 
neighborhood were 1U0 thronged. Similar 
throngs of people filled the streets through 
which ihe «mera! procession pissed on ita 
way to Calvary Cemetery, where the bodies 
were buried. The fifteenth victim of the 
panic, who died last night, will be buried to­ 
morrow. 
Louise Floren, injured in the fiitir, died 
to-day—the eighteenth victim.

B o o se o f C om m ons. 
L o n d o n , February 223.—In the Honse of 
Commons to-day the Government moTed the 
appointment of a committee to inquire into 
the expediency of the c nstruction of tbe 
Channel tunnel. 
Tbe Chief Secretary for Ireland stated that 
a shorthand writer was present at the exami­ 
nation of the witnesses at Dublin Castle, and 
that they were not threatened nor proffered 
drink. 
The Government again ask»] Spain to re­ 
lease the Cuban refugees surrendered at Gib­ 
raltar, 
Forster defended bis own coarse previous 
to bis resignation, Tbe Prevention of Crimes 
Act was not accepted before the release of the 
suspects, but had been advised as nrgent. 
But for the Phoenix Park murders Ireland 
would have believed Parnell supreme, and 
would therefore become ungovernable. The 
recent disclosures increased the suspicion 
that the Land League wo? connected with 
the outraget.

DEAFNESS 


Discharges from the Ear. and 


Noises in the Head.

Deafness is one of tho most severe afflictions in­ 


cident to m ankind. 
In proportion to ita intensity, 


it disqualified alike for tbe duties and enjoym ents of 


life, renders converse with others tedious and almost 


painful, and to the naturally intelligent is oft n 


more gr!evou3 than the deprivation of sight. And 


yet in the m ajority of cases of confirmed deafness 


the difficulty is often attributable to a culpable habit 


of neglect in m aking application for relief during 


the earlier 6tages of the aural complaint. 
Only in 


rare instances is the bearing lost suddenly; iu most 


cases the approach of deafness is extrem ely in­ 


sidious ; indeed, the faculty of hearing is lost so 


im perceptibly th at the tim e can scarcely ever be 


fKed when the difficulty first commenced, nor can 


any increase be noticed except at long intervals of 


time. 


PKCftRESS OF DEAFNESS. 


Deafness varies in degree from the non-apprecia­ 


tion of faint a n l low sounds to the total loss of 


hearing. 
During the incipient stages of deafness 


the patient usually hears well enough when listening 


or while paying close attention, but is quite hard of 


hearing when not expect! Jg to be addressed. Under 


these circumstances the person so afflicted often 


apj*eara heedless and inattentive, until the impaired 


condition of the heiring power becomes more 


noticeable and explains the difficulty. 
As the com­ 


plaint progresses, we find th at the patient experi­ 


ences more aud more difficulty to hear readily, even 


while paying close attention, when two or more are 


talking, or when the conversation is carried on in a 


low tone of voice, especially if the articulation of 


those with whoni they converse is not sufficiently 


distinct. 
In such ca¿ea, they hear the Bound of the 


voice, bu t fail to catch the words, and heneo they 


continually complain of pe-rsons “ talking way down 


the throat.*’ 
In this almost imperceptibly slow* and 


gradual m anner hearing becomes more anti more 


clouded and indistinct, until it is entirely lost or 


very’ seriously impaired. 


During the incipient stages cf deafness, a delusive 


feeling of cl "sure or obstruction is often experienced 


in the cars, which the patient endeavors to remove 


by shaking the head, digging into the cars with ear 


spoons and other dangerous c :n trivanees, or by a 


persistent course of syringing, a proceeding often 


attended by m ost injurious results. 


ABNORMAL U F A ! ! \ f l . 


During the progress of deafness sounds often pro­ 


duce a variety of morbid sensations. 
Musical tones 


may appear harsh and discordant, while shrill or 


sharp sounds are painful and distressing. 
The voice 


often appears hollow and reverberating, or extremely 


disagreeable. 
In some cases hearing seems best 


amid noisy and clattering sound*, as in mills, for in­ 


stance, or when ridiDg 5u a stage or railway cxr. 


The case of a lady 19 recorded who could only hear 


whiie her servant was beating a drum , and another 


where a shoemaker could only hear while pounding 


leather on his lap stone. 


DIM FAT s s BY SrELLfi. 


With some the hearing at first suffers only by 


spells, the ears becoming obstructed during a cold, 


or while blowing the nose. 
In such cases the hear­ 


ing is often spontaneously restored with a snapping 


sound or a loud startling report, or returns in a 


measure after the cold has passed off. 
These spells 


of deafness, however, usually occur mere and more 


often, and ast longer, until pt length perm anent 


deafness supervene*. 


DEAF AT S3 I S ONE EAR. 


Occasionally we find th at only one ear is attacked, 


and when this is the crse, no difficulty is experienced 


in hearing conversation readily, except on the deaf 


side, bu t the power is lost to know the direction of 


the sound ; if hallooed to, for instance, a person so 


affected could not toll which way the sound came 


from. 
In tbe m ajority of cases the other ear be­ 


comes affected in tim e, and what wag before merely 


a serious inconvenience becomes then au actual 


misfortune. 
For the benefit of its fellow, the dis­ 


eased ear, in all aach cases, should be restored to a 


condition of health even if its hearing could not be 


benefited. 


NOISES IS THE II CAD. 


Noises in the head arc sometimes the firBt and 


only iudic&tion of a morbid condition of the ear. 


They may resemble the escape of ateam, the ringing 


oi bells, the beating of the heart, the hum m ing of 


insects, the rattling of machinery, the roar of the 


surf, the singing of the teakettle, and in fact everv 


imaginable sound. Often two distinct noises are 


perceived sim ultaneously, or one noise continues 


whL'e the other appears at intervals. There is often 


a throbbing beatiDg or pum ping sound, with or 


w ithout a sensation ot heaviness or fullness in tbe 


head, sometimes more noticeable when fatigued, 


after unusual exercise or excitem ent, or after meals. 


Noises in the head im pair the functions of the brain, 


and exercise a m ost depressing m ental and moral 


influence upon the patient, sufficiently so as to lead 


sometimes to suicide. The m ental distress and to rt­ 


ure which they occasion are often so great that 


many a patient is far more anxious to have the 


noises removed than tbe bearing restored, if only 


one thing or the other could be accomplished. 


D E A fS E sS IN m U D U O O D . 


In manv cares ef deafness th at present themselves 


for treatm ent, tbe loss cf hearirg can be dearly 


traced to some trifling aural complaint, which com 


menced during infancy or childhood, and was 


allowed to run unchecked and unattended. 
Usually 


there are no visible sym ptoir» denoting a diseased 


condition of the ear. The child merely suffers from 


a slight but growing indistinctness of hearing, which 


assumes the appearance of absent-mindedness, care­ 


lessness, stupidity or inattention, for which persist­ 


ent punishm ent is often inflicted, when the fault is 


entirely due to defective hearing. 
As soon there­ 


fore as the slightest doubt t-xists in reference to a 


child’s ability to hear, medical advice should be 


obtained, in order to have a thorough exam ination. 


Many cases, by proper and tim ely treatm ent, are 


susceptible ef complete relief, which, If neglected, 


become hopelessly incurable. 


DISC IIiR fcES FROM THE EAR. 


Discharges from the ear result from seme Inflam­ 


matory process of tbe ear produced by scarlet fe\ er, 


small pox, diphtheria, measles, cold or other cause, 


and varies in different cases and in the same ease at 


different times. 
Usually it is a thick, punient, 


greenish-yellow m atter, occasionally streaked with 


blood. 
At times it is of a viscid and ropy nature, 


and again it may resemble melted cheese in appear­ 


ance and consistency. 


In some cases it merely coats the lining of the 


auditory canal, whilst in others it is so copious as to 


pour from the ear, excoriating tbe surrounding 


tissue, which then presents a raw and inttim ed ap­ 


pearance. 


The discharge is always characterized by a fetid 


odor, but in some cases it i3 so offensive as to be al­ 


most unbearable. 
Discharge from the e ir is dan­ 


gerous both to the hearing and the general system. 


In some cises it occasions total deafnúss, whilst in 


all the hearing suffers to a more or less extent, none 


escaping w ithout some notable Injur}-to the hear­ 


ing power. 
Aside from its effects on hearing, the 


disease is apt to give rise to Neuralgia, Epilepsy, 


St. Vitus Dance, facial Paralysis, and other nervous 


disturbances- resulta scarcely to be wondered at 


when we consider the close proxim ity of tho diseased 


aural cavity to the great uorvc-center—the brain— 


to which the inflammation or ulceration n&ight be 


communicated w ith fatal consequences. 
A rd yet 


some parsons are content to go through life with 


this filthy, loathsome and dangerous disease about 


them , others endeavor to conceal this affection, and 


others again are deterred from taking proper advice 


by the ridiculous fear th at the healing of the dis­ 


charge m ight be injurious to their health, when just 


the contrary is invariably the case. 


A F E W WORDS) OF A D V IC E . 


Those who value their hearing should seek com­ 


petent medical advice upon the slightest suspicion 


of a diseased condition of the ear, or the least defect 


in hearing. 
To do otherwise is to jeopardize one of 


the most valuable of our senses. 


Many persons neglect the diseased state of their 


ears in the hope th at the difficulty m ay get well of 


itself or would be outgrown. 
No hope has ever 


proved more fallacious. 
It is the experience *f all 


aunats of repute tha^ diseases of the ear s,ce hot 


benefited by nature or tim e, b u t that, on the con­ 


trary, they oeeome more and moro developed 


aud confirmed, and more destructive to hearing. 


We cannot, therefore, too strongly condemn the 


practice of those physicians who, through ignorance 


or carelessnes?, endeavor to inspire confidence ia 


the healing process of nature, bv advising patients 


to let disease of tbe car alone. 
In our experience 


we have had repeated dem onstrations of the fact 


th at such advice is nothing short of malpracriee, 


and deserving of the severest censure ; for dis­ 


eases of the ear are not only destructive to 


hearing, they also form a center for tfce develop, 


m ent of a variety of m orbid 'states of other im 


portant organs, more especially the brain and n e n • 


oua system. 
A late num ber of the Philadelphia 


Medical and S n lyica l Reporter, one of 
best 


medical journals of the country, echoes the opinion 


of tho best informed aural surgeons of tho day by 


stating th at " it is a growir.gly recognized fact, that 


such serious diseases 
py&mia, abscess in the

She is an artiste of rare 
merit, and has won the playgoers of Sacra­ 
mento completely, which is no easy accom­ 
plishment, for there is no place on this coast 
where an actor or teiress appears before a 
more 
critical 
and 
censorious

than on the boards of the Metropolitan. 
B y the close of the first act she had won the 
hearts of ter auditors as completely as that 
of Sir Edward Mortimer. 
From this on, 
scene by scene, she gathered strength and 
gave it forth in a most thrilling manner, dis­ 
playing a depth of tragic power such a.v has 
not been witntsied here in many a year.

CITY FINANCES. 


E x p la n a tio n of the Bond Question by Fx- 
Hayor Turner. 
It is with a good deal of reluctance that I 
make any public expression cn this question 
! jt this particular time. 
I will not say it is 
with diffidence, for I never fear to speak my 
mind on scything I claim to understand, 
should occasion demand. 
The Bee, in its 
lugubrious editorials OB “ Bonds and Bond­ 
holders,” has very frequently coupled my 
name with Jcsiah Johnson’s as having made 
a “ bargain” with said bondholders, detri­ 
mental to the interests of the city. 
It did 
once ring in the name of the late Jerome Da­ 
vis, and classed us as “ dabby Trustees;” 
that, no doubt, was thought by the writer to 
be the very acme of refined and incisive sar­ 
casm. 
In me it only excited a smile of pity 
—1 cannot conscientiously say contempt. 
With the mnddy and confused statements of 
facts, or no faets. and the illogical jumble of 
words which it would be bitter irony to call 
argument, I shall trouble myself but little. I 
merely wish to recite the history of the ’’ bar­ 
gain ” which ha? been such • poignant sting 
for the Bee, 
In January, 1881, a large number of past 
due coupons were presented by various par­ 
ties, either owners or agents, demanding im­ 
mediate payment. 
This was due in great 
part to the fact that there was a doubt as to 
whether the statute of limitations could be 
pleaded successfully against this form of in­ 
debtedness. 
No lawyer we consulted could 
give anything like a decisive answer. 
The 
weight of opinion, however, 
was clearly 
against the proposition. 
A t that time there 
was no money to pay anyway, and the owners 
or their agent? told us they would commence 
suit in order that no coupons would lapse. 
A t this juncture Jndge Beatty, as President 
of the 1 jard of Bond Commissioners, called 
a meeting of the principal business men cf 
the city to consider the situation. 
And here 
I wi<h to say a few words about the Bond 
Commission, and especially its President 
It 
is well known, to all who know anything 
about 
it, that it 
originated 
with 
him. 
That he labored loag and hard to secure its 
establishment, and ever since ha? been at its 
h^ad, working without reward, or the hope of 
reward, save only that he might live to see 
the “ city debt ” liquidated. 
And for all he 
has devoted valuable time, energy, thonght, 
and even money of his own, to the accom­ 
plishment of this object, his motives have 
often been maliciously impugned ; sometimes 
downright, but of tenes- by cowardly insinua­ 
tion : but ha has held on the even tenor of 
his way, I have no doubt, folly satisfied that 
tim9 will do him justice. 
I hope he may live 
to see this " tangled skein " at least in a fair 
way to be unraveled aatiafactori.y to all con­ 
cerned. 
I do not wish it to be understood 
that those who have been associated with him 
have lacked interest in the matter. 
They all 
deserve the gratitude of this community. 
And now to the meeting referred to above. 
The Trustees had no share in the calling of 
if, but were invited to attend. 
It was cer­ 
tainly eminently representative of the ma­ 
terial interests of the city, on which all others 
depend. 
And be it remembered that ail 
municipal corporations are in the nature of 
an unlimited copartnership so that those who 
o ten the most om the most, and it becomes 
them to look well into these things. 
At this 
meeting, besides what are known as business 
men, there were a number of able lawyers, 
as also the manager of the R ecord-U nion 
and the senior proprietor of the Bee. 
The 
iaw of 1858, under which these bonds were 
issued, the charter of 1863 and all of its sub­ 
sequent amendments were fnliy discussed, 
and the question as to whether or not the 
law of 1858 had been nullified by these subse­ 
quent Acts. In fact everything bearing on the 
subject was thoroughly overhauled. One thing 
seemed clear ; that 55 per cent, of 1 p;r cent, 
must go the sinking and interest fund, be­ 
sides harbor duee, Police Court fines and city 
licenses, 55 per cent, of which always had 
been so apportioned. 
This, 1 say. seemed 
clear, because the charter of 1863 so directed. 
This being done, it was held by most that no 
matter how slaw the process of redemption 
might be, it was all the city could be farced 
to do. 
As to the water rates, tbo law cf 
1858 claimed 55 per cent, of them. 
The 
charter of 1863 gave onlj^ r>5 per cent, v 
whatever might be left ofte, all exp-nses wer- 
paid. 
Now it is well known that, for o:v¡-r>I 
years prior to thin time, the water rates had 
been paying the heavy debit on the Holly 
pumps, and some 830,030 for the Stevens 
pump, and had just got clear and had a 
small surplus on hand. 
Tho coupon holders 
strongly urged their claim to 55 per cent, of 
the net proceeds, and those of them who 
held the largest amounts promised^ to bring 
no suits were their terms complied with. 
It was suggested that 274 P°r cent, of the 
surplus should be given them. 
Still the 
Trustees hesitated. A t an adjourned meeting 
held the next day, these gentlemen drew 
up a paper requesting the Trustees to offer 
these term?, signing their names to tbe sara*. 
We consented to so apportion the revenue for 
that year; further wo could not go. 
The 
third name on that lint teas James McCtatchi/. 
Our duty in tho premises must have be -a 
quite clear to him. 
He had the full benefit 
of the long debate, and must have beeD quite 
familiar with all the facts in tbe case. 
It 
cannot for one moment be supposed that he 
was under any misapprehension. 
If one may 
take his daily dictum he surely is no common 
man—no common j ournalist, even—but ' a 
publicist and political economist of such in­ 
tellectual breadth and perspicuity as to be 
able to solve all the knotty problems affecting 
the industrial and social well-being of msn 
with one stroke of his mighty pen—problems 
over which many a head, ah, ana many a 
heart, too, has ached, and dying left unsolved. 
And yet on this question he was in a hopeless 
muddle, or why did be put his name to that 
p a p e r I think I need say no more. 
Let 
that act and the inane gasconading he has 
written on the “ bargain " stand side by side, 
and judgment- will be entered by a discrimi­ 
nating public accordingly. 
As to the wisdom 
or folly of the transaction itself time will tell.
